Your Committee on Men and Discipline 
met on January 12th, 1940, to hear patrol- 
man William Bishop, against whom 
charges of “unbecoming an officer’ had 
been filed by Chief O’Brien. 


Following are the circumstances upon 
we the charges were based: Patrolman 

illiam Bishop reported for duty at 11:50 
a. m., on Deecmber 31, 1939, and at 2:45 
p. m., he complained to Sergeant Bauer 
that a tooth was giving him some trouble 
and asked to be relieved. He was relieved 
from duty at this time by Sergeant Bauer. 
The same evening, being New Year’s Eve, 
he attended a dance at the Indian Hills 
Golf Club, staying until sometime after 
midnight, and into the morning of January 
lst, 1940. He had a leave day on January 
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Ist, and was to report for duty on Janu- 
ary 2nd, at 3:50 a. m., which he did not 
do. He remained off duty for six days, 
returning to work on January 8, 1940, at 
3:50 a. m. He was also absent from the 
City without leave, which he denies, say- 
ing that he laid the request on the desk 
of Chief O’Brien. Chief O’Brien states 
he did not find the request, nor was there 
any record of him being excused to leave 
the City on the daily report. 


It is the contention of the Committee, 
that if patrolman William Bishop was 
physically able to attend a dance and 
party the same evening after he was 
excused from duty on account of illness, 
that he could have reported for duty on 
January 2nd, 1940, as he told your Com- 
mittee that the reason he did not return to 
duty, was that the same tooth continued to 
bother him. 


The following punishment was given 
patrolman William Bishop and which was 
accepted by him: 


“That he lose his pay for the six days 
he was off duty. 


That he lose six days of leave, four in 
February and two in March.”

“Honorable Mayor and Members of the 
City Council: 


“The Board of Police and Fire Commis- 
sioners are considering the establishment 
of a Fire Prevention Bureau with a full 
time Fire Marshal, sometime after the be- 
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ginning of the next fiscal year. We wish 
to present this fact to your Committee on 
Ways and Means and respectfully request 
that they will give it serious consideration 
in our 1940-41 budget. 


“After studying this proposition for some 
time, we believe it advisable and most 
opportune that the City of Lansing have 
such a Bureau in our Fire Department. 
We earnestly believe that we can show a 
reduction in our annual fire loss and in- 
crease protection to property, and very 
Jikely this may be the means of saving 
a number of lives and the prevention of 
disaster in the city. We also feel that it 
will return to the taxpayers in value far 
more than we will ever be able to invest 
in it. 


“It is with these ideas in mind that we 
ask for your earnest cooperation in the 
formation of this Bureau in our local Fire 
Department.

Sometime ago the President of this 
Board appointed a special committee to 
determine the advisability of establishing 
a Fire Prevention Bureau in our City Fire 
Department. This task we have done and 
we feel that it is functioning to the best 
of its ability. 


In this day, when we should be ever 
watchful of the possibility of sabotage and 
“fifth column” activities in our city and 
perhaps especially so in Lansing because 
it is an industrial center, we feel that this 
bureau can be, and is, one of our first 
lines of defense against any underhanded 
activity in our city. 


It has long been apparent to you gentle- 
men, no doubt, that our existing fire laws 
and ordinances are somewhat weak and 
inadequate. Therefore, with the assistance 
of Chief Lefke of the Fire Department, 
we have obtained a copy of a model fire 
ordinance for a city the size of Lansing 
from the National Board of Fire Under- 
writers for any city the size of Lansing. 
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From Chief Lefke we have learned that 
this ordinance is complete in every respect 
and would make the city’s fire ordinances 
very modern and up-to-date. We also 
have an opinion from City Attorney 
Joseph W. Planck tht this ordinance 
would be complete in its effect, but if 
adopted only by reference it might not be 
authoritative. However, he states that if 
the City Council would care to have this 
ordinance printed and adopted after thor- 
ough study, it would give the City what 
is desired in the preventions of fire 
hazards. 


We feel that the adoption of this ordi- 
nance would make the City of Lansing 
just a little safer and a better place to live. 
It is for this reason that we are referring 
this communication to your honorable 
body, along with a copy of the proposed 
model ordinance and the City Attorney’s 
opinion concerning the same and humbly 
asking that it be referred to the Commit- 
tee on Ordinances of the City Council for 
serious consideration.

Members of the Police and Fire Board 
Committee. 


Gentlemen: 


The Committee on Automobile and Ap- 
paratus of this board met on October 17 
with Chief Delfs and Master Mechanic 
Seymour and made a tour of inspection of 
the apparatus and equipment of the Fire 
Department. We find that the Reo ladder 
truck, which was purchased in 1934, and 
was equipped at that time with the old 
ladders from a previously decommissioned 
truck, is rapidly becoming unfit for active 
service. This apparatus was not built for 
heavy fire duty in the first place. 


We had planned to ask in our 1941-42 
budget for an appropriation to purchase 
a new city service ladder truck. We now 
find that the fire apparatus corporations 
are being swamped with government orders 
-. and it may take some four or five months 
to build such a piece of equipment. With 
this fact in mind, we recommend asking 
the Ways and Means Committee of the City 
Ccuncil if it might not be possible to obtain 
authorization to order this piece of equip- 
_ ment immediately, which would mean that 
we could have the truck at our disposal 
April 15, 1941. 


We do not have now in our department 
a good first line reserve ladder truck, and 
we feel that the city is large enough to 
maintain this. In case of a serious con- 
flagration, we would have to call on such 
a piece of equipment to back up our first 
line of fire fighting defense. Our old aerial 
truck is far too unsafe for even this, but 
we do feel that with this new added equip- 
ment in the department we could place the 
old Reo ladder truck in reserve, and it 
would serve that purpose very well. 


The cost of a new modern truck with 
the latest safety features will be about 
$15,800, and we should like to plan to 
spread this payment over a period of three 
years, which would amount to approx- 
imately $5,200 per year. 


Lansing always has had and we hope 
always will continue to have, the best fire 
equipment available, and we feel that a 
long range replacement program for obso- 
lete apparatus will pay dividends to the 
city. With these facts in mind, the com- 
mittee earnestly recommends that a commu- 


nication be referred to the City Council, 
asking for the authorization to order this 
piece of equipment for the Fire Department 
before the manufacturers are too filled up 
with national defense orders to be able to 
answer our needs.

To the Honorable Board of Police and Fire 
Commissioners : 


As you are aware, ‘last 16th day of July, 
1940, when the writer of this letter was 
so highly honored with a testimonial ban- 
quet at the Hotel Olds, you also knew the 
reason for this—50 years of continuous ser- 
vice in the Lansing Fire Department. I 
made a statement there that I desired to 
retire from the fire service about Christ- 
mas time, so I have definitely made up my 
mind and ask your Honorable Body, which 
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- is your privilege, to place me on the re- 
tired list as of February 1, 1941. The rea- 
son for this is that on that date I will 
have completed thirty-seven years (also con- 
tinuous) as Chief of your Fire Department. 


1904 is going back a long time and you 
can realize at that time Lansing did not 
have any great amount of cash to spend in 
building up the Fire Department, but little 
at a time we started to do as much as pos- 
sible with the money available. For exam- 
ple ‘the fiscal year ending April 30, 1904 
the amount of money spent for the Fire 
Department totaled $12,500.00 plus an 
overdraft of $2,388.00. How we did grow 
from then on, Central Fire Station was 
built in 1904, moved into in 1905. Then 
as now we had our Fire Commissioners, 
six in number, President H. C. Hedges, J. 
P. Edmonds, R. E. Bracket, Wm. Reich~ 
man, J. P. Thoman and F. J. Cole. 


The first Board of Police and Fire Com- 
missioners took office on the first day of 
May, 1894; R. G. Shank was President, 
Fred Shubel, Jr., C. H. Osband, R. M. Fill- 
more, T. H. Sedina, Stanley Otis and W. C. 
Hinman. In 1917 our city added two more 
wards; from then on we had eight com- 
missioners. 


In the fall of 1905, 9 full paid men 
were appointed to the Fire Department, 
two more fire stations were built the fol- 
lowing year. In December of 1908, the 
City of Lansing purchased the first auto- 
mobile pumping engine built on order in 
the world. From then on we never did 
stop building up the Fire Department and 
the main reason was a growing City of 
Lansing; factories, many office buildings, 
thousands of new homes, ete. Lansing is 
still growing and will never stop. 


So my good Fire Commissioners, you 
must also do your part and keep on build- 
ing up this Fire Department the same as 
the Comissioners who preceded you. We 
have a wonderful reputation all over these 
United States and Canada as one of the 
best, due, as has been said before, to the 
past and present Fire Commissioners un- 
der whom I have served, totaling nearly 
one hundred and not counting reappoint- 
ments. 


To have the confidence all these 37 years 
of this body of men, plus our Mayors and 
Aldermanic Body, I am indeed grateful. 
They provided the funds that have built 
up one of our wonderful! institutions and 
Lansing has many of these. Fire apparatus 
in this department is second to none and 
always in the best of condition. Recently 
you were authorized to purchase a 65 ft. 
steel ladder Aerial Service Truck, this was 
a good move. As you know, we have two 
old pumping engines, these should be re- 
placed in the near future. Your’ Fire 
Alarm System is the last word and kept 
in first-class condition at all times. Al- 
though some of our Fire Stations are many 
years old, we have kept them in excellent 
condition »with the money available each 
year for their upkeep.

Now a word in regard to the personnel 
of the department. You have in the de- 
partment, including all officers, 112 men, 
possibly undermanned, but still in this 
we are ahead of many other cities of like 


size. They are as fine a lot of firemen as’ 


I have ever seen anywhere. They know 
their duty and know discipline and are a 
splendid bunch of fire fighters. Your offi- 
cers are all in a class that one seldom finds 
in many fire departments; there is a good 
reason for this and the answer is, no 
politics; our Board members - would not 
allow them in the department. 


You men have a duty to perform and 
that is to select a Fire Chief to succeed 
me, also a Senior Assistant Chief, a Junior 
Assistant Chief, a Captain and a_ Lieu- 
tenant. I am quite sure you will select the 
men that I would pick for the job. 


My City of Lansing has been wonderful 
to me. I grew up with you since 1884, and 
I assure you that my future home will al- 
ways be here and if an emergency should 
come (we hope not), and I am in good 
health, I assure you of my heartiest co- 
operation in anything I can do for my city.
